These Schools were founded in the year 1711, and have since that 
time afforded to very many children of this locality an excellent 
secular and Scriptural education, (lnstructionNn Music and Draw- 
ing being now added to the ordinary course.) 
There are at present about 100 children in attend who are par- 
tially clothed and fed, and at a suitable age apprenticed to respect- 
able Protestant Masters. 
To meet the educational wants of the Parish, it has lately been 
found necessary considerably to enlarge and improve the School premi- 
ses, and in particular TO ERECT AN INFANT SCHOOL, which, though 
urgently required, had not previously existed. Serious expense 
has been necessarily incurred in this matter, as well as in the other 
exertions of the Governors to extend the usefulness of the Schools. 
They are situated in one of the most populous and most depressed 
parts of the city, and it is earnestly hoped that the liberality of those 
who sympathise with such efforts for the working classes will aid the 
good work in hand. 
Benefactions from those who cannot attend the Sermon will be 
thankfully received by the Clergy, Churchwardens, or by any of the 
Governors.

Wuar are Messrs. Henn and Brady about Will 
no one take charge of Paul Cullen? Yesterday a 
multitude of the populace of Dublin assembled to 
hear the eloquent addresses of five members of Par- 
liament, a few Deputy-Lieutenants, and the Lord 
Mayor. Lord Feilding did not attend the meeting 
of Irish Catholics in London “ because he was not 
“an habitual resident.” Sueh a motive had no 


terday. There were “P.P.’s” and “ C.C.’s” 
from all parts of Ireland---there was a Bishop 
from a place called Saldes, and an Archbishop 
from the classical Aureliopolis. All Ireland sent its 
quota dutifully, and the religious orders were 


those who were present, is puzzled with hieroglyphics 
Three founts of type would scarcely afford capitals 
not to say for the well-known symbols of P.P. and 
C.C., but for the mysterious designations of §.5.A., 
0.C.C., O.D.C., O.M.L, O.S.D., R.P., &c., &e., which 
have a strange meaning to heretical minds. But all 
were silenced or coerced to consult brevity. 
Cullen was wound up, and should run down six 


matter with which the Afchbishop crushed out the 
eloquence of the meeting. 

The speech is a curiosity in its way, and replete 
with new ideas of history. The Archbishop ac- 


meeting ‘‘because the penal laws left no Catholic 
“family to reside in the diocese.’ What has he- 
come of the Fingals, St. Lawrences, De Burgos, and 
Plunketts, or the other old nobles of the Pale ? 
Alas! their ancestors have forsaken the old creed, 
and posterity has remained heretical. It was an 


defection and hostility to Pontifical despotism. 
But probably the Archbishop had a wise and good 
motive inoccupying the time -of the meeting, and 
“choking up” the bursting orators who were to 
follow. He dwelt particularly upon the crime 
of resistance to constituted authority, and de- 
nounced treason and rebellion “ wherever it might 
“spring up.” No doubt, a little ebullition of trea- 
son was expected, at least by the audience. Cheers 
were heartily given to every sentence condemnatory 
of the British Government, and we are bound 
the name of our beloved Queen was received with 
hisses. It is quite true—and it is incumbent on us to 
state it—that knots of Priests were stationed in dif- 
ferent parts of the ‘Church, and exerted themselves 


a religious building. Still, in presence of the sym- 
bols of their faith, set out in all their splendour, and 
before the Archbishop himself, this disgraceful and 
powerless exhibition was made. During the speech 
of Alderman Reynolds—a bold, manly, and loyal 
speech---the interruption reached its height, but was 
adroitly diverted by Paul Cullen, who found it ne- 
cessary to rise in the sanctuary, and declare that 
these hisses were directed, not against the Queen, 
but against the Times.

One can hardly be surprised that at this crisis the 
Roman Catholic body should call to mind the fable of 
the Wind and the Sun, which respectively tried forci- 
ble and gentle means to deprive the traveller of his 
cleak. The Ultramontane clergy make good use of the 
boisterous and gusty brawlers which Cork and Tipper- 
ary produce in any number. To keep some scores of 
these ready on all occasions to speak and shout against 
the British Government, to encourage our foreign 
rivals with hopes of our internal divisions, to 
proclaim that every duty of a citizen and a 
legislator will be postponed to the design of sup- 
porting the Papacy in the full exercise of its 
intolerance and cruelty, is the ordinary policy of the 
Romanists in these islands. England is to be dealt 
with as a foreign and hostile country. The Legislature 
is to be influenced by intimidation. ‘The people of this 
country are to be made to understand that unless they 
yield to the demands of the Ultramontane party they 
shall have neither power abroad nor peace at home. 
Only by the sacrifice of the fNational System of Edaca- 
tion in Ireland or the support of the Pope in Central 
Italy shall they be able to inspire foreign nations with 
the conviction that they are strong enough to resist 
aggression. By such concessions alone shall they have 
the opportunity of effecting necessary reforms at home. 
The policy of the Roman Catholic party is to make 
their Church a thorn in the side of England, and thus to 
obtain concession to their views, and office and power 
for their members. 

This policy, however, may be carried too far. It is 
certainly always in the power of an unscrupulous mi- 
nority, working together, and regarding nothing but 
their own party interests, to influence the course of 
events in a country like ours. The body of our people, 
like the citizens of all free commonwealths, differ among 
themselves on a great many matters, and oppose each 
other as often as they differ; but these differences are 
for the most part spontaneous—each person judges 
each individual question for himself, and unites with 
those of his own way of thinking on that particular 
subject. There is always a large floating body of opinion, 
which may be moved backwards and forwards, and made 
to give the victory to this or that party. Sucha condition 
of things naturally affords many advantages toa faction 
which watches the discussion of imperial interests only 
with view to attain itsown ends. By adroitly joining 
themselves to those who are willing to give some recom- 
pense for the assistance, by keeping themselves in re- 
serve to inftuence the balance at the last moment,or by ob- 
structing the progress of legislation in concert with some 
discontented minority, they can always possess a power 
far beyond their numbers. When to these means of in- 
fimence they add the practice of alarming weak Ministers 
by threats of making a third of the United Kingdom un- 
governable, it is not to be wondered at that the bluster- 
ing system of opposition has been long in favour, It 
would appear, however, that it has almost had its day as 
an effective policy. Englishmen will bear much for the 
sake of peace and quietness, but when they feel that the 
design is to intimidate them they are likely to be roused 
into a temper very far removed from meekness. It may 
be that the more educated Catholics feel the position in 
which the excesses of their brethren have placed them, 
or it may be that the Church is willing to try every 
means of gaining its ends. Whatever be the motive, we 
now find a number of Roman Catholics addressing the 
Premier in language of studied moderation—language 
which, ifit hadcome before the late harangues, would 
have impressed the public with a higher notion of 
its sincerity. 

A number of Roman Catholic noblemen and gentle. 
men have signed an address to Lord Palmerston, in 
which they state moderstely enough their reasons for 
desiring the independence of the Pope and the main- 
tenance of his temporal s»vereignty. They declare that 
it is expedient for the general interests of Europe that 
the Head of the Roman Catholic religion should not be 
the subject ofany Power. The wisdom ofthis polic;, 
they say, has been acknowledged by sovereigns and 
statesmen of different creeds; it has been solemnly 
sanctioned by treaty, and they deprecate a departure 
from it now. They are not indifferent to the welfare of 
the Pope’s subjects, for they are persuaded that His 
Holiness has a heart to carry further the reforms which he 
had commenced, and it is theirearnest wish that these 
reforms may be soon completed. ‘That failure has as 
yet attended his Holiness’ efforts, they ascribe to “ the 
machination of foreign adventurers, who werked by 


terror and intrigue on the feelings of a volatile popula- 
tion, and employed the reforms already effect his 
Holiness as instruments for the subversion his 
throne.”

It is not merely old age marrying youth, springtide 
bound to waning autumn, wealth to poverty, or 
wisdom to ignorance. This would have been bad 
enough—though under some circumstances even winter 
tas bloomed into a second spring, and folly has grown 
wise—but we find the truth to be even worse than this.

Why is it that so many thousands of our country- | 
woman are found to cast themselves headlong into the | 
snare of hasty, ill-assorted marriage, with men-of whom | 
they know comparatively little, andfor whom, in all pro- | 
bability, they really care still less? In the large mas | 
jority of cases we believe it to be nothing more or less 
than a hope of escape from what, for some reason or 
other, is counted, and felt to be in a state of hopeless, ac- 
tivity, dependence, or degradation. For to what future 
can an unmarried woman in the middle rank of Eng- 
lish life look forward at the death ofher parents, or any 
other relatives on whom she may have been dependent? 
Educated as she has been, and trained as she has been, 
there is scarcely a single occupatian to which she can 
look forward with any hope of pleasure or success. The 
situation of a governess, even if she be fitted to under- 
take it, is too often one of degrading, humiliating drud- 
gery. She is expected to teach twice as much as any 
three educated professors could teach in her own one 
person, and at wages which a clever cook would regard 
with scorn. It is most likely, if she resolves to brave 
all the hardships and indignities of a governess’ life, 
that the remuneration offered to her will barely suffice 
to provide the common necessities of dress, which as a 
member of a respectable household she is obliged to

The 
unfortunate recipients of it either grow up to be hope- 
less drudges of the nursery; or, in utter despair of 
any other escape, accept the attentions of the very first 
man who makes them an offer,and rush headlong into 
an ill-advised union with a person utterly unfitted to be 
their companion for life, by habits, by education, and 
by tone of mind. After a little while that knowledge 
of each other commences which onght to have prece- 
ded marriage. It is too late then to discover aught else 
but that A and Z ought never to have been united. 
Their tastes are dissimilar, their tempers unlike, and 
habits uncongenial. Instead of pulling in the same 
boat, they secm to be of differcnt crews, pulling in oppo- 
site directions. ‘Then follows distrust, mutual suspi- 
cion, recrimination, dislike, hatred, faithlessness, and, 
the Divorce Court. 

She not only has married the wrong person, but has 
never bcen trained or fitted for marriage at all; never 
trained to make much of and to excel in those minor as 
well as major arts and true accomplishments which 
make a man’s house happy and bright, as his home 
should ever be.

We = shall 
have a force overwhelmingly sufficient to over- 
come all obstacles to the ascent of the Peiho to Tien- 
Tsin, which is but 40 miles from the capital, and water 
carriage for boats exists even to within twelve miles of 
Pekin. The grand canal, or Yung-liang, will be in our 
power as soon as the obstacles to the entrance and early 
ascent of the Peiho are surmounted. Our forces will 
thus be able to intercept the route by which alone the

‘AL OF THE2xp BATTALION 24TH REGIMENT 
ABRIVA IN CORK, 


Her Majesty's screw steam troop-ship Urgent, Commander 
W.E. Hire, arrived in this harbour on Friday night, with 
the ten companies of the second battalion of the 24th Regi- 
ment, Which had been enyaged in the affray with the Tower 
Hamlets Militia at Aldershott Camp, and were subsequently 
ordered to this garrison. ‘They had a more than usually pro- 
tracted voyage, nearly six days having been consumed in the 
run from Portsmoath to this place. The Urgent sailed from 
Portsmouth at noon on yesterday week,and immediately after- 
wards began to encounter extremely bad weather, which com- 

lled heron Tuesday to run into Falmouth. There she re 
mained fora day, and again resumed her passage, making 
this harbour, as already mentioned, on Friday night. 

Yesterday the troops were brought up to this city by river 
steamer, and landed at Penrose’s-quay, from which they 
marched to the barracks, where they will remain, is under- 
stood, until an epportunity offers of sending them on foreign 
service. The men on landing looked in anything but good 
condition after their long voyage, of which they loudly and 
bitterly complained.

A detachment of the battaiion,consisting of one field officer, 
two captains, four subalterns, eighteen non-commi sioned 
officers, three drummers, and ninety-five rank and file, re- 
main at Winchester. Seventeen men remain in the custody 
of the civil power, and two are in the garrison hospital at 
Portsmouth. 

The tirst battalion of the regiment is serving in India.

At their request, we applied to Mr. Beatty for speciniens 
to be exhibited, and he most promptly sent down a 
number of valuable impressions, presented to him by 
Mr. Fox Talbot, together with proofs of a view of 
College-green, taken by himself on the new process— 
the first “ photoglyphic engravings” that havc ever been 
exhibited in Ireland. Unfortunately, there was no time 
to send for engraved plates, which would have rendered 

the collection complete. This process, by which in- 
stantaneous engravings are produced, from which any 
quantity of impressions may be taken, is of the highest 
interest and importance. If developed to the extent 
which it apparently involves, it will revolutionise the 
art of engraving altogether. In Mr. Beatty’s hands it 
is certain to receive all the attention that experience, 
ability, and scientific zeal can bestow.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 

A general meeting of the Royal Irish Academy was held 
last evening, at eight o'clock. ‘There was a a numerous at- 
tendance, incleding Lord Talbot de Malahide, Very Rev. Dr. 
Graves, W. N. Hancock, L.L.D.; Dr. Fleming, Dr. Banks. 
Dr. Lyons, Mr. Serejant O’Hagan, Mr. Clibburn, &c.

Rev. Dr. Graves, secretary, having read the minutes of the 
last meeting, the following gentlemen were balloted for and 
e'e-fe | :— liev.

Mr. G. V. DuNoyer read a most interesting paper descrip- 
tive of 110 drawings of Irish antiquities which he presented 
to the Academy.2He commenced by directing attention to the 
Ogham stone, of Kerry, and stated that m: ny o those st nes 
exhibited incised crosses of a very early Christian type, and 
demonstrated that they were carved at the same time as the 
Ogham inscriptions themselves, ‘lhe oldest form of cros: in- 
troduced into Ireland, he stated, was that formed by the 
intersection of four semicircles,"thus giving a cross of eight 
points, a form of emblem still adopted by thaCreek church. 
This style of cross underwent gradual changes, and became 
quite lost in the eleventh and twelfth centuries. He gave 
some most interesting details and illustrations of the crosses 
and toinbstones in the graveyard at Glendalough, and no- 
ticed the occurrence there of the early Greco-Irish cross, and 
the modifications to which it had been subjected. He also 
alluded to many of the tombstones of the 16th century. 
having wrought upon them trade emblems indicating 
the business of the deceased, to whese memory the monn- 
ment had been erected, and remarked that this custom of 
placing trade emblems on tombstones was practised by the 
early Christians, as would appear from many monuments in 
the Roman catacombs. Mr. Du Noyer concluded his most 
interesting paper by observing that his object in making the 
presentation arose from an anxious wish to increase the col- 
lection of the Academy and benefit the antiquarian, and the 
only request he would venture to make was, that any gentle- 
man who would make copies of the drawings, which he him- 
self had taken from nature, would have the courtesy to ac- 
knowledge the source, (Hear, hear.) Mr. DuNover was 


loudly applauded. 
Dr. Wylde proposed that Mr. DuNoyer’s valuable com- 
munication be referred to the Council of the Academy for 


publication, and that the marked thanks of the meeting be 
} tendered 


to Mr. DuNoyer for his contribution, the great 
value of which was known to every person engaged in the 
atudy of Irish antiquities. From time to time valuable con- 
tributions were made to the Academy by public bodies, 
which filled up many gaps in their collection, and enriched 
their museum, so that they had one of the largest collections 
in Europe of Celtic antiquities. Many ofthose collections were 
given by public bodies officially, but in the present instance, 
they had Mr. Du Noyer coming forward with the result of 
his individual labours. He was a gentleman possessing great 
knowledge as an artist and antiquarian, who had devoted his 
time and high artistical and archeological knowledge to the 
illustration of the sculptured stcnes of Ireland, and had illus- 
trated them in a wanner such as had never been before 
brought before the Academy. (Hear, hear.) He ventured to 
say that the sculptured stones of Scotland, which had been 
illustrated and brought forward at vast expense, had not 
been better done than were the illustrations presented by Mr. 
Du Noyer. He only wished that they were enabled to have 
the mengraved, not alone forfthe members of the academy, but 
for the public at large. They should be ever preserved and 
treasured, as commemorative of the zeal and labour of one of 
their members. (Hear hear.) 

The Very Rev. Dr. Graves, in seconding the resolution, 
said he was impressed with the great value of Mr. DuNover’s 
contribution, and could hardly point to any donation to the 
Academy, since he became a member, which he regarded as 
more valuable. The contribution was likely even to become 
of greater value, as being, perhaps, the nucleus of a 
growing collection of drawings possessing so much 
interest, (Hear, hear.) [Every person interested in Irish an- 
tiquity, should be proud to follow the example which had 
been set up by Mr. DuNoyer, and he most cordially seconded 
the motion of Dr. Wylde. : 

Lord Talbot, in putting the guestion, said he was snre 
there could be only one feeling of gratitude on the part of 
the members of the Academy to Mr. DuNoyer, for his very 
valuable donation. It was one of the most valuable contri- 
butions which the Academy bad received for many years, 
and he trusted it was only the beginning of a series of a like 
natnre. No one was more competent to do jus- 
tice to such a subject than was Mr. DaNoyer, and it 
was a matter of regret to him (the chairman) that they had 
not more frequent opportunities of hearing communications 
possessing so mnch interest. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Graves observed that one of the most valuable re- 
sults which would attend Mr. DuNoyer’s contribution and 
communication would be to enable them to classify those 
ancient crosses which he had described, the classification of 
which had never been attempted in this country, but which 
had been accomplished by Continental antiquarians. 

Lord Talbot was also of opinion that Mr. DuNoyer's 
communication and drawings would very much assist in the 
classification of those ancient monuments. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. E. Clibburn next read a paper on the numbers, qua- 
lity, uses, and relative positions of the wells in and near 
Dublin, attributed to or named after St. Patrick, considered 
in relation to a great and economical public supply of water, 
in addition to that now possessed. The object of the 
per was to draw the attention ofthe Academy and the citi- 
zens of Dublin generally to the ancient legend of “Joycelin,” 
relating to the miraculous supply of water from two springs 
which was said to have been created, one on the north side 
quite close to Mr. Cartan’s pump in Halston-street; and the 
other near Nassau-street, on the south side of which, for a 
number of vears, there was an annual ceremonial kept up, 
for the purpose, as stated, of preserving a memorial 
of the conversion to Christianity of the King of 
Dublin, his Court and the citizens generally, by St. 
Patrick. Both the wells were described as offering what 
might be called a miraculous supply of good water to the 
citizens on both sides of the river—that on the north being 
remarkable for its purity, and being used by invalids ; while 
that on sb" south was more remarkable for its quantity than 
for its quality, being slightly saline. Mr. Clibburn’s object 
in drawing attention to those two supplies of water was in 
the hope of getting the spring water of Dublin more generally 
utilised, for the benefit of the citizens. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Clibburn. 

A resolution was proposed by the Rev. Dr. Graves, which 
, authorising the officers of the Academ, to open a 
subscription towards establishing a fund called “ The Hum- 
boldt Foundation,” as a memorial of gratitude tothe late 
Alexander Von Humboldt ; the application of the fund to be

SYMPATHY WITH THE POPE.

The chair was taken by Dr. Ccitex, Roman Catholic 

Archbishop of Dublin. 

Dr. Callen, on rising to address the meeting, was re- 
ceived with loud and repeated cheers, the bulk of 
the audience taking off their hats, and waving 
them most enthusiastically for several minutes. 
Silence being restored, he proceeded to read 
an address in substance as follows :—Having re- 
ferred to the importance of the meeting, and the number 
of persons by whom the requisition was signed, said that 
whilst an object so important as that was which occu- 
pied their attention, it must also be particularly gra- 
tifying to them to reflect that in the act of defending re- 
ligion, they were at the same time protecting the rights 
of property, of legal or supreme authority, of 
allegiance, and of society at large. The enemies of 
the Pope were obliged to stand forward as the 
defenders of treason, sedition, and rebellion, 
and the dagger of revolution, immorality, and infidelity. 
But, though acting in this spirit, they had the hardihood 
to call meetings such as the present one treasonable 
and seditious. Casting back, however, those charges on 
their guilty heads, he would tell them that their princi- 
ples as Catholics rendered them hostile to all seditious 
practices, and that, guided, by the inspired teaching of 
the Apostle, who told them to obey the higher powers, 
not through fear, but for conscience sake, they repudia- 
ted and condemned resistance to lawtul authority, and 
denounced treason and rebellion wherever they might 
spring up. The position assumed by Ireland at the present 
moment was one of which they might all feel proud. 
The voice that was raised in favour of the Pope in that 
church, some months ago, had been heard from the 
banks of the Liffey to the banks of the Suir, the Lee, 
the Shannon, and the Boyne; it had been heard in 
Meath, Kildare, and Roscommon too; and had been 
re-echoed from the romantic cliffs of Kerry to the moun- 
tains sf the county Wicklow. Nor was it confined to 
Ireland alone. It had gone beyond the seas, and the 
populations on the banks of the Rhine, the Danube, 
and the Vistula had responded to it. Of late they 
were told that Catholicity was almost extinct in Ireland, 
and that, at ‘ength, Protestantism had been 
able to strike its roots deeply in a congenial 
soil. It was also said that all the talent and respectabi- 
lity of that city were alienated from the Catholic clergy, 
and determined to resist their authority. But he would 
tell those who held those sentiments that the present 
meeting, and the others of the same kind which had pre- 
ceded it, were a sufficient answer to that statement. It 
had also been asserted, and repeated over and over, that 
the Pope had no longer any influence in the world, and 
that their power belonged to the dark and past ages. 
But did not thé events of the past few weeks, the meet- 
ings in Ireland, the pastorals of the French and Bel- 
gian bishops, the addresses of the Russian laity 
and. clergy to their Prince Regent, the decla- 
rations of the people of Bavaria and Tyrol, in a 
word—did not the voice of all Christendom triumphantly refute 
that assertion? Did not all the occurrences of the day fully 
prove that the Church was still strong and powerful, fi'led 
with life and activity, while the Apostolic See stood be o-e the 
nations of the earth in the beauty, strength, and energy of 
its youth. (Cheers.) They were assembled for no party 
purposes on the present occasion ; on the contrary, they were 
wholly regardless of them. Their object was to repel the at- 
tacks made on their religion, and to support the rights of 
the Holy See ; and, therefore, he wouid dfrect their attention 
to three subjects in connection with the object of the meeting; 
first, as to the extent of the warfare carried on against the 
Pope; secondly. as to the injustice of it; and, thirdly, as to 
the fatal effects which, if successful, it would produce. 
Their Divine Redeemer, in order that the sufferings of his 
chureh should not be an occasion of scandal to the weak, pre- 
dicted to his disciples that they would be persecuted by a 
wicked and corrupt world, and that it would be their lot to 
drink of the bitter cup of sorrow and affliction to the very 
dregs. This prophecy had been veriiied in the person of Pius 
IX., as well as in thatfof many of his predecessors. (Hear,hear.) 
Though his meekness and clemency, and paternal love for 
his people could never be sufficiently extolled, many of those 
ungrateful children whom he had loved too well had raised 
the standard of rebellion against him, and called upon a fo- 
reign sovereign, who had been the scourge and ruin of his own 
subjects, to assume the government of their country, Rejecting 
the mild and paternal sway of Pius IX., they determined to 
put themselves under Sardinia—a State that had oppressed 
its subjects with taxes, wasted their blood in unjust war, 
expelled religious men and women from their peaceful abodes, 
and confiscated their property ; sent venerable bishops into 
exile, oppressed religion, and attempted to poison the foun- 
tains of knowledge with error—a State, in fine, in which 
Prince and Ministers appeared to have selected Henry the 
Eighth of England as their model. (Cheers.) He would 
say nothing of the confiscation of the property of the 
Jesuits, and other religious communities, which have just 
bee 1 announced by the public press; but he could not help 
alluding to a fact of which he was informed on the 
best anuthori‘y. that in the theatres of Bologna, the 
truths an! teachings of the Gospel had been turned into 
ridicule, and that nothing was left undone to render odious 
and contemptible the profession and practice of evangelical 
perfection. In the clubs of that city, too, there was a continual 
cry for blood, and the emissaries of Sardinia, and the volun- 
teers that had been enrolled in the purlieus and prisons of the 
cities of Italy, Lad established a wide-spread reign of terror. 
In the meantime, however, the great mass of the peaceable 
inhabitants were living in fear and anguish, not daring to 
express their opinions lest their lives should be exposed to 
the dagger of the assassin. (Hear, hear.) Could this state of 
things, which was a renewal, on a small scale, of the gigantic 
crimes of the first French Revolution, be looked on by any 
one with indifference, much less with admiration ? 
Dr. Cullen then proceeded to comment upon the part which 
the press was taking on this occasion. He denounced the 
Protestant press of London, the intidel press (as he called it) 
of France and Belgium, and the schismatical press of Russia— 
all of which had formed an unholy alliance to sustain rebel- 
lion against the Pope, and to humble his authority. All these 


journals pretended they were anxious to promote the rights 


of man, but it was clear that they were not animated by a 
love of liderty, from the fact that many of them were the 
eulowists and flatterers of despotism in those countries in 
which it was powerful, and that not one of them could find a 
word of sympathy for the Catholics of Poland or Sweden, who 
had suffered such grievous, persecutions. Dr. Cullen next 
proceeded.to consider the nature of the Papal power. He 
said it whs twofold—spiritual and temporal. The for- 
mer was of divine origin, and could never be overthrown 
by man; and although the latter was of humane origin, it 
was imposed upon the Popes by former princes, and willingly 
embraced by the people themselves. He did not deny that 
there were abuses in the Papal territories, but there were 
abuses every where, and their presence should not be held as 
a valid argument against the existing Governments in those 
countries in which they were found. He then contended at 
some length that there was nothing in the form or practice of 
the Roman Government opposed to rational liberty, that great 
reforms had been made within the last ten years by it, and 
that it was the intention of the Pope to proceed cautiously 
with them, and concluded by urging the necessity of sustain- 
ing the temporal power of the Popes as necessary to their 
spiritual independence. Dr. Cullen resumed his seat amid 
loud applause. 
Some letters of sympathy having been read by the Secre- 
taries, 
The Right Honourable the Lord Mayor came forward to 
move the first resolution, as follows :— 
** Resolved—That, in the first place, we take this occasion 
to offer to the successor of St. Peter the renewed expression 
of that unshaken attachment which the Catholics of Ireland 
have ever preserved towards the Head of the Church on 
earth.” 
He said that that should not be considered asa political meet- 
ing, but merely as one for the purpose of expressing sym- 
thy with the Pope in his present difficulties, which were 
brought about by a conspiracy of the worst characters in Eu- 
rope. After the able and statesmanlike speech which they had 
heard from the Archbishop, he thought it would be presump- 
tion in him to detain them with any further remarks; and, 
therefore, he would content himself with moving the above 
resolution. 
Alderman John Reynolds seconded the resolution, and in 
doing so said he exhibited a sort of moral courage in ap- 
pearing on that platform at all; because the Irish Roman Ca- 
tholics, notwithstanding the many proofs which they had given 
of their unshaken allegiance tothe Grown of England—(groans 
and hisses)—were still branded as traitors if they‘ventured to 
raise their voices in s; mpathy for the Pope. But where was the 
evidence of disloyalty on the part of the Irish Roman 
Catholics? Was not Ireland the brightest gem in the British 
diadem ? And when did Ireland refuse her men or her money 
when they were required by England? (Groans and hisses.) 
Surely it was not during the Peninsular war? it was not at 
Salamanca, at Waterloo, nor at Sebastopol ?—in all which 
places men of Milesian names were found fighting with 
Englishmen, and supporting the honour and glory of their 
common country. Alderman Reynolds then dilated upon the 
nature of the Roman Government contended that it was a 
good one—that the proposed revolution in it was a snare and 
delusion, and scouted the idea that the independence of the 
Pope would be scared by it: He would not allow a feather 
in the wing of the Pope to be touched—he who had made so 
many sacrifices for them, and to whom they were under so 
many obligations. Therefore he considered it was but right 
that the Catholics should meet in this city, and give free 
ion to their opinions, on the present movement.

right, we call upon her Majesty's Government not to permit 
the power and influence of this “i to be cast into a scale 
adverse to the just claims ef the Holy Father at the ap- 
proaching Congress.” 
Alderman Campbell, in supporting the resolution, said that 
the Popes had ever been the anxious and untiring advocates 
of legitimate liberty, and the opponents of revolution. They 
had ever inculcated obedience to the laws, and the rendering 
to Cesar what belonged to Cesar, as well as the rendering to 
God what belonged to God. He urged the necessity of ex- 
hibiting moderation, and a faithful attachment to the consti- 
tution of the country, while, at the same time, they showed an 
unalterable devotion to the Holy See. 

Charles Kelly, Esq., (.C., seconded the resolution. 

Carew O'Dwyer, Esq., proposed, and Richard Kelly, T.C., 
seconded, the last resolution as follows:— 

“ Resolvel—That the foregoing sentiments be embodied 
in an humble and dutiful address, and that his Grace the 
Archbishop be requested to forward it for presentation to 
his Holiness.” 

Mr. Cavanagh then proposed, and the Rev. Dr. O'Connell 
seconded, that Dr. Cullen vacate the chair, and that the Right 
lion. the Lord Mayor be called thereto, which having been 
done, a vote of thanks was passed to Dr. Cullen ; and after a 
few congratulatory remarks from the latter, the meeting 
separated, having previously given three checrs for the Pepe.

Hence we have. to repeat, in relation to the meeting 
in the Hanover-square Rooms, the plain statement with 
which we lately replied to the manifesto of the British 
Catholics. The British Government, although 

Protestant, has no animosity towards Pius IX. It does 
not assume to put up or pull down royalties of any 
kindon the Continent. All that it does in the Italian 
question is simply to recognise accomplished facts. 
And surely ifthe Roman Catholics of this country push 
the rights of subjects so far as to imagine that the 
British Government ought to defer to their wish, al- 
‘though that of only a minority, they cannot but concede 
still greater weight to the unanimous wishesf the peo- 
ple ofthe Romagna, who not merely desire to be rid of 
, the Papal Government, but who have actually and wholly 
_ thrown it off. 

It is our sincere desire to treat our Roman Catholic 
fellow-subjects with thorough toleration of spirit and 
equity of judgment ; but we must tell them frankly that 
much is wanting upon their side to make that spirit of 
fairness mutual and permanent. If Dr. Hills is so blind 
that “for the life of him he cannot see what the defects 
ia the Papal Government are,” we are unfeignedly sur- 
prised, but do not dream of taking offence at his obtuse- 
ness; and if Mr. Prendergast believe that “it is not in 
the power of man or hell to overthrow that Government, 
we only ask, then, why all this outcry? These are de- 
lusions or mistakes such as are to be found in all par- 
ties. But there are much graver charges against the 
Romish party, which have found a solid acceptance in 
the minds of the British public,and which the Roman 
Catholics must set themselves henceforth to dis- 
prove by their conduct, if they would not be 
put out of court as contumacious against both 
reason and loyalty. What matters it that 
some of (heirnumber make public, and we believe honest, 
professions of their loyalty, when a greater number of 
them make equally public, and doubtless equally honest, 
declarations of disloyalty? Of what useis it, forex- 
ample, that Mr. Brett “ denounced as a calumny the 
assertion that the Roman Catholics are disloyal to the 
Queen,” when at the same meeting Mr. Harker inso- 
lently styled her Majesty “a puppet, and declared that 
his love for her ceased when placed in opposition to his 
duties as a Catholic?” Unfortunately it is not in 
harty words only that disloyalty shows itselfinthe Roman 
Catholic party. " 

How often have we seen many of them, and of their 
organs rejoice in the most unprovoked manner at dis- 
asters to the British State, and openly wish well to 
every power that lifted or threatens to lift its hand 
against us. In all Christendom there was but one set 
of min who exulted in the brutal atrocities which our 
count: ymen suffered at the hands of the Sepoys—and 
those men were to be found among the Irish Papists. 

All this simply because we are Protestant, and they 
Roman Catholics! And yet, when saying and doing 
all this, they expect the British public to treat them as 
calmly and considerately asif they were the most loyal 
of subjects, and second to none in maintaining the peace 
of the community. Wetell them again, this won’t do. 
We are ready—reéady in the utmost sincerity, and in- 
deed with painstaking anxiet¥—to appreciate the 
natural feelings and to render justice to the opinions of 
our Roman Catholic fellow-subjects ; but once and for 
all they must show that they regard themselves as 
tellow-subjects, and not as aliens who have another 
sovereign abroad, and whose only desire is to work mis- 
chief at home. Just take Mr. Prenergast himself. In 
opening the meeting on Monday, he made it his boast 
that he was one of the ten who under O'Connell formed 
the nucleus of the Roman Catholic Association, and 
that he remained a member of it as long as it cxisted. 
As long as it was permitted to exist, he might have 
said. ‘The association which he boasts of having be- 
longed to had to be suppressed by law, and its object 
was opposition to the Act of 1829 as not giving 
sufficient scope for the aggressive ambition of the 
Papacy in the United Kingdon. 

But to avoid the imputation of prejudice, let us turn 
to the friendly historian ot that association, and let Wyse 
himself instruct us as to the loyal, peaceable, and con- 
stitutional spirit in which its proceedings were con- 
ducted. “ It was designed,” says its culogist, “to tell 
the Ministers, ina language that could not longer be 
misunderstood, that the power of the association was ab- 
solute and universal; that, unattackable itself, it could 
attack others; that without injuring estabiished institu- 
tions, it might make use of those very institutions for 
every purpose of injury; that it could wicld the Consti- 
tution against the Constitution—introduce a sullen 
perpetual war into the bosom of peace—distract every 
relation of society, without violating a single enactment 
—and finally produce such an order of things as to com- 
pel the Minister to choose between war or peace, between 
equalisation or revolution.” (p. 392.) 

No country likes to have its institutions turned against 
itself. We do not like to see free institutions converted 
into a means of obstructing freedom. When we opened 
Parliament to the Roman Catholics, we expected some- 
thing better of them than that they should use their 
power to bring Parliamentary Government as often as 
possible to a dead-lock. Yet such is the game which 
they have played for thirty ycars. We are willing, nay 
anxious, to give them fair play ih every respect, and 
never will their opinions be disregarded ortheir senti- 
ments contemned in a spirit of bigotry. But no Go- 
verment in this country can be the agents of a minority 
or the tools of the Papacy. And no party. would 
prosper which in so momentons a crisis as the present, 
would abandon a truly national policy for the sake of an 
ephemeral support of forty Irish votes in the House. 
If the Romish party are, indeed, as they allege, the 
peculiar friends of order and established government. we 
shall be happy to fiad them so. But we leave Lichiield- 
house Compacts to the Whigs.— The Press. 


THE COURSE OF EVENTS. 

In the past week the event of greatest note has been 
the dislocation of the French Ministry, arising from the 
retirement of Count Walewski. What has led to that 
event is not as yet made public ; but every tongue at- 
tributes it to a change of policy, on the part of the 
French Emperor, as regards the Italian question. 
Walewski was known as being Austrian in his sympa- 
thies, therefore favourable to the préservation of the 
temporal power of the Pope, and, consequently, un- 
friendly to the revolted Italian provinces. It will not 
be ten that, on the appearance of the pamphlet, 
“The Pope and the Congress” he emphatically disclaimed 
the course of policy pointed out in that publication ; and 
in answer to the inquiry of the Papal Nuncio at Paris, 
declared that so long as he remained at the head of 
the Foreign Ministry of France, the principle of that 
programme would not be adopted by the French Go- 
vernment. The pamphlet in question being all bat 
avowedly the expression of the French Emperor’s senti- 
ments on the subject of the Papacy, it became quite clear 
that {Walewski’s tenure of office was atanend. Ac-— 
cordingly his dismissal excited little surprise in the 
minds ot those who had given attention to the course 
events were taking, while it gave rise to no regret, ex- 
cept, perhaps, on the part of theAustrian and the Papal 
Courts. 

The retirement of Walewski may be regarded as the 
removal of a barrier in the way of Italian independence 
—or, more strictly ng, the removal of a serious 
bar to the union of the revolted Duchies of Parma, Mo- 
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GOVERNMENT MEASURES. 


The leading 
provisions of the bill are a £5 franchise in boroughs, 
and £10 in counties; an extension of the area of bo- 
roughs, so as to neutralise territorial influence; a wider 
basis of representation, and an altertation in the mede of 
voting. A measure based upon this principle will not, 
itis believed, be subjected to any formidable opposition 
‘by the Conservative party. Another measure which has 
received the sanction of the Cabinet is a bill for abolish- 
ing imprisonment for debt, in all cases except where the 
debtor has obtained goods or money by such a fradulent 
pretence as would have brought him within the provisions 
of the criminal law. The whole system of bankruptcy 
and insolvency procedure, as at present in vogue, is to 
be abolished, and the absurd and useless distinction be- 
tween bankruptcy aad insolvency eliminated. One 
judge is to be appointed, who will take rank with the 
administrators of the law at Westminster Hall, and he 
is to be assisted by one or two secondary judges, at lower 
salaries. The present registrars in bankruptcy, of 
whom there are alout a dozen, and several of whom 
hold their appointments only during the lifetime of the 
commissioner in whose courts they sit, are to be made 
permanent, and upon them will devolve a large propor- 
tion of the business of the new court.—Another bill has 
been proposed to facilitate the sale and registration of 
land. ‘This latter measure will, to a considerable extent, 
resemble the measure lately intreduced with such ex- 
cellent effect in Ireland. The whole of the criminal law 
is to be consolidated into eight statutes, and in future 
there is to be no distinction whatever between the criminal 
law of Ireland and that of England. What is a mis- 
demeanor or conspiracy in England is no longer to be 
dignified with the high-sounding title or visited with the 
pains and penalties appertaining to “constructive 
treason” in Ireland.—Correspondent of the Freeman’s 
Journal,

AT HOME AND ABROAD.—THE MEETING OF 
PARLIAMENT. 
As the meeting of Parliament approaches, all parties 
are naturally anxious to obtain some insight as to what 
is likely to occur. The speeches of men of political 
calibre are therefore earnestly scanned, especially if the 
speaker be in any way connected with the Government ; 
and even the observations of the“ small deer” of the 
House of Commons have for the moment some interest. 
The present Government have, however, so carefully 
guarded their own secrets that nothing of the future 
can be gathered from them. 
Mr. Bright, from his position and the support he 
gives the Government, is, perhaps, as well informed as 
to what is going on, and as to what is intended, as any 
man in the country notin the Cabinet, and, therefore, we 
may conclude from his speech that the new Reform Bill 
will, as has been frequently stated in the Observer, 
closely resemble the Reform Bill of 1852, and will be 
founded almost identically on those principles which 
Lord John Russell so boldly enumerated just before the 
last general election. ‘The bill of the present Cabinet, 
therecan be little doubt, will be the bill of Lord John 
Russell, and it will be a matter of considerable 
surprise if it is not found that those members of the 
Cabinet who originally opposed so large a concession of 
the borough franchise as a £6 rental will now be found 
among the ranks of those who will support it. They 
may not do so from inclination, but they will be com- 
pelled to act rather in accordance with the exigencies of 
the case than with their individual wishes. ' 
The extreme Liberaif have consented to the Reform 
Bill avowedly as a compremise. It does not go far 
enough for them, because it does not propose to lower 
the franchise sufficiently, neither does it embrace the 
ballot or triennial Parliaments; they are, however, 
willing to receive it as a large instalment ; and there- 
fore they will support the Government measure, trust- 
ing by-and-bye to carry still further their views of 
Reform. The more Conservative members of the 
(jovernment will, therefore, it is generally believed, 
agree to the step in advance proposed by Lord John 
Kussell, and wili try to carry the proposed measure 
as the only one possible in the present position of parties. 
It is more than probable, under these circumstances, 
that upon the Reform Bill, which will be introduced 
very early in February, the Government will take 
its stand.—Odserver. 


Tue West Inpran Lapies.—Nothing about them is 
more astonishing than the dress of the women. It is im- 
possible to deny them considerable taste and great power 
of adaptation. In England, among our housemaids and 
even haymukers, crinoline, false flowers, long waists, 
and flowing sleeves, have -become common ; but they 
do not wear their finery as though they were at home in 
it. ‘There is generally with them, when in tLeir Sunday 
best, something of the hog in armour. With the negro 
woman there is none of this. In the first place, she is 
never shamefaced. Then she has very frequentiy a good 
figure,and having it she knows ltow to make the best 
of it. She has a natural skill in dress, and will be seen 
with a bodice fitted to her as though it had been made 
and laced in Paris. Their costumes on /ete days and 
Sundays are perfectly marvellous.

‘They wear their dresses of an enormous full- 
ness. One may see of a Sunday evening three ladies- 
occupying a whole street by the breadth of their gar, 
ments, who on the preceding day were scrubbing pots 
and carrying weights abvut the town on their heads.

The rifle 
fever has spread far and wide—it has ceased to be a mere 
epidemic, and is now an enemy which bids jair to flourish 
on British soil for ever. We desire to extend and perpetuate 
the disease, because we believe it will ensure our body politic 
against much more terrible disorders. If—as we earnestly 

ray it may be—shot is never fired in anger by volunteers on 

nglish ground—the effects of this great movement which 
has roused up the fires which were all but smothered be- 
neath cotton and shoddy—and leads of mint, anise, and 
cumin, will nevertheless be enormous. In sineerity we 
declare our conviction that invasion is not in tl:e least degree 
likely now—in a year we think it will be a mere dream or a 
theoretical speculation. But it must be by the possession of 
actual physical force that we dissipate the danger into thin 
air, amid the ghosts of obsolete abstractions. Ihe force of 
public opinion did not prevent the march of the Russians 
into the Principalities; it was not moral power, but the ga- 
thering ef the German legions, and the aspect of the Quad- 
rangle, which made the peace of Villafranca. No force 
is so powerful as that which is innate, independent of 
foreign treaties or alliances, which may be fallacious and 
entangling. In submission to his officers—in discipline 
—in organisation—the Volunteer must be inferior to 
the soldier on land or sea in fitness as a military machine 
—to manceuvre in face of an enemy—to engage him in 
pitched battle. But he is only just inferior to him—he is 
more intelligent than the ordinary soldier, inasmuch as he 
comes from a better class in life, and for the purposes of a 
defensive warfare, adequately supported, he is the material 
of the best warrior in the world. If the Volunteers restrict 
their movement to its legitimate objects, and maintain the 
spirit of unselfishness and practical utility which characterise 
it up to the present moment, they will give the empire the 
strength which is derived from the support of a nation of 
freemen in arms. But if they seek to usurp the functions or 
emulate the uses of a regular army, they will necessarily fail, 
and, in their failure, deprive England of an invaluable support 
in the hour of danger.”—FEvening Mail.

Our treaty of peace, amity, and commerce 
with that Empire was concluded at Tien-Tsin on the 
18th June, 1858, and was ratified by the -President, 


with the advice and consent of the Senate, on 21st Dec. 
following. The ratifications of the treaty were afterwards, 
on the 16th August, exchanged in proper form at Peit- 
sang. As the exchange did not take place until the day 


prescribed by the treaty, it is deemed proper, before its 
publication, again to submit it to the Senate. Our re- 
lations with the great Empires of France and Russia, 
as well as with all other Governments on the Continent 


of Europe (unless we may except that of Spain), happily 


continue to be of the most friendiy character. In my last 
annual Message I presented a statement of the unsatis- 
factory condition of our relations with Spain, and I 

regret to say that this has not materially improved. 
Without special reference to other matters the payment 
of our claims, though ably urged by our Ministers, and in 
which more than ahundred of our citizens are directly 
interested, remain unsatisfied, notwithstanding both 
their justice and their amount. 128,635 dols. 50c. had 
been recognised and ascertained by the Spanish Govern- 
ment itself. I need not repeat the arguments which I 

urged in my last annual Message in favour of the acqui- 
sition of Cuba by fair purchase. My opinion on that mea- 
sure remains unchanged. I therefore again invite the 
serious attention to this important subject. Without 
a recognition of this policy on their part it will be al- 
most impossible to institute negociations with any rea- 
sonable prospect of success. Until a recent period there 
was good reason to believe that I should be able to an- 
nounce to you on the present occasion that our diffi- 
culties with Great Br itain, arising out of the Clayton 


Bulwer ‘Treaty had been fully adjusted, in a 
manner alike honourable and satisfactory to both 
parties.

Much excitement pre- 
railed for some time throughout that region.’ Serious 
danger of a collision was apprehended. ‘The British 
had a large meval force in the vicinity, and it is 
an act of simpie justice to the Admiral on that station 
to state that he discreetly forbore to commit any hos- 
tile act, but determined to refer the whole affair to his 
Government, and await their instructions. This aspect 
of the matter, in my opinion, demanded serious atten— 
tion. To prevent any act of hostility from taking 
place, Lieutenant-General Scott was despatched on 
17th September last, to take command of the United 
States forces if necessary. Considering the distance from 
the scene of action, and in ignorance of what might 
have transpired on the spot before the General’s arrival, 
it was necessary to leave much to his discretion, and I 
am happy to state the event has proved that this discre- 
tion could not have beea entrus{ed to a more competent 
hand. General Scott has recently returned from his 
mission, having successfully accomplished certain ob- 

jects, and there is no longer any good reason to appre- 
hend a collision between the forces of the two countries 
during the existing negociations. I regret to infcrm 


exico since my last annual message, and I am again 
ebliged to ask the earnest attention of Congress to the un- 
happy condition of that Republic. Outrages of the worst 
description are committed both upon person and property. 
Thereis scarcely any form of injury which has not been suf- 
fered by our citizens in Mexico during the last few years.

DREADFUL MURDER. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
MITCHELSTOWN, JANUARY 8.—This county (Lime 
rick) has again been disgraced by a brutal murder. it 
appears that a young man, named Murphy, nephew to 
the parish priest of Galbally, had a difference on Christ- 
mas night with some of his neighbours, though nothing 
serious at this time occurred. However, on Friday 
evening, on his return from the fair of Ballentandy, he 
was waylaid near Galbally by four men, who left him 
on the road a corpse, having fractured his skull in 
several places. A servant boy in his company, though 
severely beaten, managed to escape, and alarmed the 
police, who, with their accustomed promptness, were 
quickly on the track, and arrested-three of the assas- 
sins. Poor Murphy was a quiet, inoffensive young man, 
about 24 years of age, and was respected by all who knew 
him. 

Lenehan, who about three months since killed Gala- 
hoe, on their return from the fair of Mitchelstown is still at 
large, and although the police are constantly in the habit ot 
visiting his house he actually had the audacity to re- 
turn there on Christmas night, and escaped through a 
back window whilst the constables were entering at the 
door, and, owing to the darkness of the night, baffled all 
purs uit. 

MELANCHOLY AND BFATAL AccIDENT.—A “youth 
named Berry, whose parents were both dead, was put to 
business in Dublin by his friends, and got leave to spend 
the Christmas with his grandfather, Mr. Dalton, hotel- 
keeper, Blesinton, county Wicklow. On Friday last he 
went out shooting, and in the evening was found about 
two miles from the town lying in the gripe of a ditch, 
dead, the gun resting on the top of the bank over him, 
from which it is concluded that he rested the gun on the 
ditch, and ‘got over, and then went to pull the gun 
through, when a twig caught the trigger, and shot him 
th ough the heart. 

DEATH OF LikKUrTENANT CowAN, 5TH LANCERs.—It is 
with deep regret that we announce the death of Lieutenant 
Joseph Henry Cowan, of the 5th Lancers, which occurred this 
(Saturday) morning, at the residence of his father, Joseph H. 
Cowan, Esq, of Prospect. The melancholy occurrence was 
the result of an accident lately received whilst hunting, when 
the gallant officer, now so sincerely and generally regretted, 
was thrown from his horse. Lieutenant Cowan was an officer 
of great promise, esteemed by his brother officers for his many 
amiable qualities, and beloved by all whe knew him for his 
courteous manners and sterling worth. His death has spread 
a gloom over the entire neighbourhood, and most heartily do 
we sympathise with his relatives in their sad bereavement.— 
Western Sar. 

DEATH FROW Excessive Drinxine.—On the 3rd a 
large cask of rum was picked up at Firkeal, near Dursey 
island. On landing it the salvers and their friends 
knocked in its head, and disposed of the contents. All 
sorts of vessels were in requisition,—even old shoes wee 
used to drink from. Many persons became beastly 
drunk. A quarrel ensued between two who owed each 
other an old grudge. One of them had a piece bitten 
from his nose, he in return gnawed the hand of his 
antagonist, and otherwise mutilated him. The worst 
remains to be told : one John Comnolly drank two basins 
full of rum, and wagered that he would drink a third : 
he accomplished the feat, but paid the penalty—he died 
from the effects. He leaves a miserable, poor young 
widow, and a few helpless little children.—Cork Constitu- 
tion.
